j Mrs. Margaret Thatcher, the British Conservative Party 
| and opposition leader, arrived in Tel-Aviv Sunday for a three- 
5 day visit to Israel. 

Upon her arrival, she was questioned about her attitude 
to the Palestine Liberation Organisation and replied that in¬ 
ternational policy could not be made with "terrorism.” 

This is the same Margaret Thatcher who several months 
ago visited Egypt and Syria and told a Damascus press con¬ 
ference that Middle East peace must be based on United 
Nations resolutions and that the Palestinian people are a 
central element in the search for peace. 

Now she tells the Israelis that one doesn’t make policy 
with “terrorism,” in the finest example of how a Western 
politician talks out of both sides of his or her mouth in that 
damnable process that makes people say things that sound 
good but mean very little. 

Somebody should tell Mrs Thatcher that she is not in 
Israel to win votes — or is she ? — and that she does not 
have to spew forth phrases that she thinks her audience of 
the moment wants to hear. 

Does she thinks the PLO represents terrorism ? Does she 
know the meaning of the word terrorism ? Does she have the 
faintest idea of what has happened in Palestine and the Mid¬ 
dle East during the past 50 years, and how the concept of 
Zionist terrorism fits into this regional bit of history ? If she 
does not make policy with terrorism, why does she meet with 
experienced terrorists par excellence such as Yigal Allon ? Will 
she ask the Israeli leaders about the Zionist terror in Pales¬ 
tine that was used against the British ? Is there in the family 
history of the Thatcher’s someone who served in Palestine and 
was perhaps the victim of Zionist terror? 

One suggests to Mrs. Thatcher that she weigh her words 
more carefully, and asks her kindly please not to burden an 
already complicated situation in the Middle East with the 
expedient but vapid thetoric that is the product of Anglo- 
Saxon electoral imperatives. 

If Mrs. Thatcher believes the PLO represents terror, she 
is a brave woman indeed to have let her daughter live and 
work at the Kfar-Hanasse kibbutz in Upper Galilee several 
years ago. Does Mrs. Thatcher condone a family member play¬ 
ing a direct role in the Zionist colonisation and occupation of 
Palestine, as she herself appears to foster this with her stupid 
words ? One supposes that it is a stroke of luck that the Pa¬ 
lestinian terrorists did not hurt a member of the Thatcher 
family who has had a hand in trying to give Zionism the arti¬ 
ficial roots in the Palestinian soil that it is fundamentally un¬ 
able to grow for itself. 

One has the right to ask people like Mrs. Thatcher who 
insist on coming out here to the Middle East to view the situa¬ 
tion honestly and with an open mind, and tell us in plain, sim¬ 
ple words what they intend to contribute to the search for 
J peace.

I ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 1 


In its editorial Sunday, A1 
Ra’i refers to the arrival Mon¬ 
day in Amman of the Soviet 
envoy Valdimir Vinogradov 
and says that he is arriving wi¬ 
thin the silent, but intensified 
contacts on the Middle East 
problem. For, the paper goes 
on, after Washington declared 
its readiness—by authorisation 
of Israel—to move anew, all 
the other parties concerned st¬ 
arted also to move ahead with 
the least possible ado, to find 
a common ground for these in¬ 
ternational endeavours. 

A1 Ra’i continued: “What 
concerns us, however, is the 
Jordanian point of view, which 
was described by the Austrian 
Chancellor as reasonable and 
practical, and which was aired 
by His Majesty King Hussein 
during his recent Far East trip. 
This is the solution of the 
Palestine problem through ne¬ 
gotiations with Jordan out 
of the question; for Palestine 
has now its legitimate negoti¬ 
ator; Geneva without a seat 
for the Palestinians, will not 
achieve any solution; the Pal¬ 
estine seat there, should not be 
a half-seat, or a seat behind the 
curtain; for the basic thing is 
to acknowledge that the whole 
issue is that of -Palestine, and 
that its solution requires, be¬ 
fore anything else, formal re¬ 
cognition of the legitimacy of 
the party representing the is¬ 
sue.” 

In another editorial A1 Ra’i 
commented on the Battle of AI 
Karameh which was commemo¬ 
rated Sunday, when on March 


21, 1968 the Jordanian Armed 
Forces, with the help of Pales¬ 
tinian commandos repulsed an 
Israeli attack across the River 
Jordan against the village, af¬ 
ter inflicting heavy casualties 
and damage on the invading 
force. 

“Karameh,” said the paper, 
“was a symbol for encounter 
and confrontation. It was the 
first Arab victory after the July 
1967 defeat. It was more vig- 
ourously repeated in October, 
1973. It is now being repeated 
more widely in Jerusalem, Nab¬ 
lus and Tulkarem.” 

In its editorial Ad Dustour 
refers to the United Nations 
Security Council meeting Mon¬ 
day to discuss the situation in 
Jerusalem and the West Bank, 
at the request of the Islamic 
countries group in the UJN. 
The paper reminds us of the 
fact that the Palestinians re¬ 
main the crux of the Middle 
East crisis; that any talk on 
establishment of peace with¬ 
out response to the Palestinian 
wishes, will remain meaning¬ 
less... “Jordan had always ad¬ 
vised on this fact, and it is high 
time that the world opinion 
should open its eyes to it,” the 
paper concludes. 

In another commentary on 
Lebanon, Ad Dustour notices 
that there is a new Syrian ini¬ 
tiative brewing to end the Leb¬ 
anese crisis, though the feat¬ 
ures of this attempt were not 
yet vividly clear. 

After analysing at length the 
present Lebanese contradic¬ 
tions—so inexplicably intermin¬ 


gled,—the paper came to the 
conclusion that the impasse is 
impossible to solve by the Le- 
banqese themselves—^Govern¬ 
ment, Army or Parliament... 

“Therefore the new Syrian 
initiative was vital; and this ex¬ 
plains why all the Lebanese 
parties are craving for it,” the 
paper says. Ad Dustour criti¬ 
cised “certain Arab voices” 
which suggested that Arabs, 
including Syria, should not gi¬ 
ve an aiding hand to Lebanon, 
on the pretext of ‘non-interfer¬ 
ence in its internal affairs.’ 

“This a very shallow logic”, 
says the paper, “for it means 
leaving Lebanon to burn out'it¬ 
self, or letting hostile foreign 
forces exploit its calamity.” 

The paper urges all the Arabs 
to support the “courageous”

2. Health Facilities : 

The regional health service 
system is divided into five dis¬ 
tricts based on population size 
and distance factors. Within ea¬ 
ch health service district is a 
medical center to be staffed-by 
two doctors, emergency beds, 
X-ray units, dental and eye un¬ 
its, labs, and limited surgey 
facilities. Out-patient health 
clinics with a resident doctor 
are located in medium-sized 
villages. 

The smallest of the villages 
will have a small clinic, visited 
by a doctor twice a week. 

3. Commercial Facilities; 

Commercial facilities are lo¬ 
cated on a primary road near 
the community center, or en¬ 
trance from the main Valley 
highway, to facilitate accessi¬ 
bility to local residents and 
transient traffic. Commercial 
buildings will be built and le¬ 
ased to enterpreneurs. Ade¬ 
quate parking, truck and bus 
terminal facilities are provided 
at the commercial center. 

4. Government and Adminis¬ 
trative Facilities: 

Government and local muni¬ 
cipal administrative services 
will be grouped together with¬ 
in each settlement near the co¬ 
mmercial center. Regional gov¬ 
ernment facilities, are located in 
three administrative centers al¬ 
ong the Valley. These regional 
centers coincide with the major 
regional commercial service 
centers, and, because of their 
- size and location, are capable of 
supplying a sophisticated cho- 


and cultural focal points. Pot- 
tential touristic sites are also 
being developed to serve both, 
the local community and visi¬ 
tors to the Valley. 

Local recreation areas are 
provided by the yards and at- 
heletic fields of schools. Min¬ 
or open spaces are provided in 
the residential neighbourhoods, 
particularly to serve pre-school 
children. Unbuildable land for¬ 
ms such as wadis, rock outcro¬ 
ps, katar land and steep slop¬ 
es are to be converted to pub¬ 
lic open spaces or community 
pathways, by planting, forestra- 
tion, erosion control structures, 
or other appropriate, measures. 

.6- Housing Facilities: 

The housing areas within vil¬ 
lages are based on neighbour¬ 
hood clusters of lots served by 
paved roads at a maximum of 
100 meter distrance. Immedia¬ 
te access to each house lot is 
provided by at least an un¬ 
paved pedestrian way. The bas- 
ich residential lot is 22 by 24 
metres <288 square metres) with 
narrow side as frontage. Choi¬ 
ce of building materials is left 
to the inhabitants. 

Price subsidy on the first re¬ 
sidential lot is one incentive 
with the sale of additional lots 
to wealthier inhabitants at mar¬ 
ket value. Another housing fin¬ 
ancial aid is a 20 year mortga-. 
ge, soft-loan program, that wo¬ 
uld allow prospective residents 
to finance construction of their 
house, complete with service 
connections.

ECONOSCOPE 


Central Bank is adept at 
the foreign exchange game

One of the main functions of the Central 
Bank of Jordan is to manage the Kingdom's 
foreign reserve assets. Such assets are vital 
to Jordan because they serve two important 
functions. First, they arc the medium used 
to purchase needed goods and sen-ices from 
abroad. Second, they are the collateral used 
for guaranteeing the convertibility of the 
Jordanian dinar. The confidence in the dinar 
has always been given top priority, and it 
has never been allowed to shake or dwindle. 

However, all foreign reserves are not in¬ 
stantly used for the payment of imports. 
Some are tucked away in order to meet un¬ 
foreseen future contingencies. These amounts 
are usually invested abroad in foreign secu¬ 
rities or bonds which yield a certain profit 
margin. It is the Central Bank that must see 
to it that this profit is maximised within the 
minimum amount of risk. 

Foreign reserve assets are made up of 
three main components : gold, gold tranche 
position in the International Monetary Fund 
(IMF), and foreign exchange. 

Gold is a dormant asset which does not 
yield any returns. Jordan owns about JD11 
million worth of it. if the price of gold is 
considered as S42.2 per fine ounce. However, 
the Central Bank has recently decided to re¬ 
value its gold holdings by up to $100 per 
ounce. The ensuing JD 15.3 million dinars 
will be transferred to the newly established 
Pension Fund, which will invest these am¬ 
ounts in directly productive projects. The 
proceeds will help alleviate the burden of 
pension from the budget’s shoutders. 

The gold tranche position with the IMF 
is actually outside the domain of monetary 
authorities in Jordan. It can only be used 
'when Jordan suffers from an external dificit 
or a sharp decline in exports. 

However, the majority of foreign assets 
are in major foreign currencies. The portfolio 
contains such notable currencies as the dol¬ 
lar, German mark, Swiss franc. Dutch guil¬ 
der, Belgian franc, sterling. French franc and 


Italian lira. These currencies vary ^ 
stability, and as of now the dollar and { 
mark are more remarkably stable than t 
French franc, the pound sterling and the ] 
lian lira. 

The management of foreign reserves ' 
comes especially difficult with uncertainty 
the international monetary market. The C 
ir.il Bank of Jordan is not mainly interes 
in increasing its foreign investment, but a 
in maintaining the value of its total fore 
assets. Such value can be severely hurt 
the decline in the prices of some major < 
rcncies comprising the foreign excha 
portfolio. 

In order to hedge against losses in 
.alue of its assets, the Central Bank 
started differentiating and diversifying 
portfolio. For instance, it decreased the r 
live importance of its sterling holdings f 
50 per cent in 1967 to three per cent in 
cember 1975 and to 13 per cent at the 
of February 1976. The same procedure 
been followed with French francs and Ita 
liras. In contrast, the shares of dollars, xst 
and Belgian francs have been increased, 

The Central Bonk has done comma 
blv in the management of its foreign rj 
vcs. It has shown foresight in predicting 
lure developments in international mar 
ami adopting the necessary precautio 
measures. Given the fact that Jordan's s 
of foreign assets is very small relative t< 
icrnational liquidity, the Central Bank’s 
romance is elevated to distinction. 

The uncertainty and high risk condii 
which, prevailed in the international m 
markets over the last three years shoult 
ve made it more difficult to achieve a t> 
ble profit on foreign reserves. 

However, the Central Bank has suet 
ed in increasing its profits from JD 6-3 
lion in 1973 to JD S.S million in 1974 c 
10.9 million in 1975. At the same time 
external price of the dinar has shown re 
kable stability.
